joins oral health pilot

Managing dental pain for 
those with substance use 
disorder will become easier 
thanks to a pilot project that 
Caring Health Center is par- 
ticipating in. 

Funding from the Massa- 
chusetts League of Commu- 
nity Health Centers will allow 
Caring Health Center here 
to take part in the league’s 
Substance Use Disorder Pilot 
Project, which launched last 
year. 

The league recently re- 
ceived an $18,000 grant from 
Delta Dental of Massachu- 
setts to expand from five to 
seven the number of commu- 
nity health centers participat- 
ing in the project. Caring re- 
ceived $5,000 of that money 
to join the pilot this year. 

The project is designed to 
refine, promote and share 
through webinar training 
sessions safe prescribing 
practices in managing dental 
pain in those with substance 
use disorder that can have 
a significant impact oral 
health. One of the early steps 
Gov. Charlie Baker took in 
addressing the state’s opioid 
addiction crisis in 2015 was 
the creation of his Working 
Group on Dental Education 
on Prescription Drug Misuse. 
It led to curriculum changes to 
better educate dental school 
students on the prevention of 
such misuse. 

Dennis Leonard, Delta 
Dental of Massachusetts 
president and CEO, said in 
statement that the “coronavi- 
rus pandemic and limitations 
on social interactions have 
widened the gap between 
patients with SUDs who need 
treatment and those who ac- 
tually receive treatment.” 

“Health centers in this pilot 
will refine best practices for 
engaging with SUD patients,

In the post-pandemic 
world, Keroack said “I have 
three predictions and one 
fervent hope.” 

The three predictions 
are that the workplace has 
changed and employers need 
to take into account the well- 
being of current and future 
employees, that “virtual” 
meetings over the internet are 
here to stay, and that Amer- 
icans will want and expect 
more out of their health care. 

He said his one hope is that 
people will realize that there 
will be greater understanding 
and appreciation of the socie- 
tal connections among people. 

“The virus was trying to 
teach us a great lesson, if only 
we learn it. The health and 
well-being of each of us is 
connected to the health and 
well-being of all of us.” 

Keroack, by virtue of his role 
at Baystate Health, was one of 
the most visible medical ex- 
perts during the worst of the 
pandemic. He did countless 
interviews in print, on TV and 
radio about what was known 
about the virus and what was 
unknown. He offered advice 
to businesses and municipal 
and civic leaders on staying 
safe. He appeared regularly at 
Springfield Mayor Domenic J. 
Sarno’s coronavirus updates at 
City Hall. 

As program emcee Rick Sulli- 
van of the Western Massachu- 
setts Economic Council, put 
it, “He is our Dr. Fauci.” 

Keroack said the number of 
daily COVID-19 cases at Bay- 
state hospitals is now below 
20. At its peak, it was more 
than 100 per day every day 
for months at a time. 

In all, Baystate facilities 
treated 4,100 cases and saw 
540 deaths. 

In the aftermath, more than 
1,000 of Baystate Health’s 
12,000 employees either re- 
tired early, resigned or request- 
ed special accommodations to 
be able to work remotely.

This has put a great strain 
on remaining staff, and forced 
Baystate Health to look for 
ways to search for and hire 
capable talent from around 
the region, which has always 
been historically difficult in 
the best of times, he said. 

Employers in the future are 
going to make the develop- 
ment, safety and retention of 
the workforce a top priority. 

“Tused to think if I could 
just focus on what was best for 
the patient, that everything 
would be OK,” he said. “Now 
I realize that it’s an equally 
important job for me to focus 
on the well-being of the team 
so they can give their best.” 

Baystate is instituting a $15 
per hour minimum wage for 
entry-level hospital support 
positions, and is looking for 
ways to hire more people of 
color, he said. 

He said roughly 25% of 
Baystate Health employees 
are people of color, but in 
leadership positions and 
among doctors and nurses, it 
is closer to 10% to 15%. 

Baystate is exploring ways 
to identify and correct what 
he called institutional biases 
in hiring. 

“While many organizations 


are acknowledging systemic 
racism, very few have a road 
map on how to eliminate it or 
address it” Keroack said. 

“Workforce issues are not 
just a question of econom- 
ics, it’s not just a question of 
supply and demand. Not only 
will there be fewer workers in 
the next generation, but they 
will also be more diverse and 
demanding of workplaces,” 
he said. 

The pandemic introduced 
people to virtual meetings, and 
he does not expect that to go 
away. Roughly 30% of doctor 
consultations with patients 
are done remotely over the 
internet, and both seem to like 
it that way, Keroack said. 

“Consumers of all back- 
grounds and ages are now used 
to dealing with the world virtu- 
ally and insisting on conve- 
niences — and we are not going 
to be able to put that genie 
back in the bottle,” he said. 

Roughly 25% of Baystate’s 
12,000 employees work 
remotely, and productivity has 
surged. There are discussions 
ongoing about whether they 
need to be back at their offices. 

Companies across the 
country will be having similar 
discussions, Keroack said. And

His third prediction is that 
there will be increased support 
for more government involve- 
ment in health care, even 
beyond the 70% it currently 
supports through Medicare, 
Medicaid, Veterans Affairs and 
the Affordable Care Act. 

So many people lost their 
jobs and their health insurance 
when the economy shut down 
during the pandemic. 

If it were possible for people 
to opt out of employer-based 
health coverage for a public 
option offered by the federal 
government, he said “there 
would be a stampede for the 
public option.” 

“People will be expecting to 
spend less and get more for 
their health care dollar and 
they are right to do so. The 
United States has the most 
expensive system in the world 
and the clinical results that 
don’t even put us in the top 
20 of modern industrialized 
nations,” he said. 

Some 100 people attended 
the breakfast in person with an 
unknown number watching it 
remotely via Zoom.

Community Legal Aid has 
been selected to receive a

provide legal assistance on 
education issues to students 
and their parents in the Holy- 
oke and Springfield public 
schools. 

Corrine P. Ryan, Commu- 
nity Legal Aid’s managing 
attorney for Springfield, 
said the grant will allow the 
agency to hire an additional 
staff attorney to help students 
and their families fight for 
learning-support services and 
programs they need to remain 
in school. 

“At our current capacity, we 
are forced to turn away some 
of the applicants who need our 
legal assistance. Money from 
the Barr Foundation will en- 
able us to expand our services 
and help additional students 
and families,” she said. 

The money, distributed over 
three years, will mean the law 
project will be able to help an 
additional 100 students. 

Ryan said parents often con- 
tact the Educational Law Proj- 
ect because they are having 
trouble negotiating their way 
through school bureaucracy to 
get their child assistance. 

Some parents call because 
their child is either failing or 
falling behind, and has not 
been identified as having a 
disability that would require 
an individualized education 
program, or IEP. Others say 
their child is receiving special- 
ized education but it is inade-

Also, parents call because 
their child has been disci- 
plined for misconduct that 
they feel is related to an undi- 
agnosed disability, she said. 

“We also receive calls from 


parents who are not receiving 
school notices or records in 
their primary language and 
therefore do not understand 
the services their child is 
receiving, parents who are 
having difficulty enrolling 
their student because they 
are homeless and lack proper 
documentation, for instance), 
and parents who simply do 
not know their rights,” she 
said. 

The Educational Law Proj- 
ect focuses on Holyoke and 
Springfield because students 
there experience suspension 
and dropout rates at double 
the state averages. 

As they assist individual 
students to enforce their legal 
rights, the Project’s attorneys 
will seek improved commu- 
nication between schools 
and families to better support 
students. 

In addition, Project staff will 
hold at least two training ses- 
sions per year to help parents, 
students, and 

staff at local social services 
agencies learn about the 
rights of students to a public 
education.

More COVID 
money for 
school district 


The town’s K-6 district con- 
firmed at Tuesday’s school 
board meeting that $1,553,427 
more COVID-19 recovery 
money will be on its way. 

Data from the state De- 
partment of Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
(DESE) shows the four-town 
Amherst-Pelham regional dis- 
trict, grades 7-12, will receive 
$1,656,342. 

This federal allocation is 
known as the Elementary and 
Secondary School Emergency 
Relief III (ESSER-3) Fund, 
part of the most recent stimu- 
lus money congress approved 
and that President Joe Biden 
signed into law in March. Two 
previous relief packages were 
approved in 2020. 

School board member Peter 
Demling said at the June 8 
meeting that the additional 
money is much appreciated 
and some urban districts are 
targeted to obtain much more 
than Amherst. 

According to the DESE, 
Springfield public schools 
will receive $156,203,270 
from ESSER-3; Holyoke, 
$37,109,025; Chicopee, 
$22,315,108; Westfield, 
$10,776,685, West Spring- 
field, $9,730,536 and 
Northampton, $3,389,608. 

A total of $1.83 billion was 
allocated to Massachusetts in 
ESSER-3 recovery act funds 
for the K-12 public districts 
including charter schools.

Trooper wounded 
during arrest on 
New Year’s Eve

Springfield police have re- 
leased body-camera footage of 
the arrest of a man police said 
is responsible for a shooting 
on New Year’s Eve that left a 
State Police trooper wounded 
and local authorities praising 
a Springfield police officer for 
his coolness under fire that 
may have saved the trooper’s 
life. 

The footage shows officers 
searching for, locating and 
arresting the suspect. The 
arrest takes place 5 minutes, 
45 seconds into the video. 

Springfield Police Com- 
missioner Cheryl Clapprood 
said Officer William Soto and 
an unidentified trooper were 
first at the scene of a Dec. 

31 ShotSpotter activation on 
Nursery Street at about 11:20 
p.m. Two men appeared to be 
shooting at each other when 
one of the shooters, identified 
as Christopher Gardner, saw 
cruisers arriving and allegedly

started firing at police. 

“Calls such as this are unpre- 
dictable and can change from 
second-to-second, putting 
officers’ lives in danger at a 
moment’s notice,” Clapprood 
said. 

Both the State Police and 
Springfield police cruisers 
were struck by gunfire and 
the trooper suffered a gunshot 
wound to the leg. Soto was 
uninjured.

Schools receiver got 
$102K leaving post

Only eight months on the 
job, former school receiver 
Alberto Vazquez Matos netted 
$102,500, according to a sep- 
aration agreement released 
by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Elementary and 
Secondary Education. 

The agreement offers no 
explanation as to why Vazquez 
Matos was placed on leave 
—a day after a Feb. 8 School 
Committee meeting, where he 
stated he had COVID-19 — or 
his resignation a month later. 
His exit remains a mystery 
as city and state officials cite 
undisclosed personal matters. 

“DESE has not included the 
Holyoke School Committee 
in the hiring, evaluation nor 
separation agreement for any 
of its receivers to date,” said 
Holyoke School Committee 
vice chairwoman Mildred 
Lefebvre yesterday. 

School Committee member 
Devin Sheehan, a mayoral 
candidate, added, “Regardless 
of whether or not this payment 
was made by DESE or the City 
of Holyoke, it is a waste of 
taxpayers’ money. If Commis- 
sioner (Jeffrey C.) Riley wants 
to continue to impose receiv- 
ership on the City of Holyoke, 
I would hope he would visit 
the city to hear from residents, 
educators, administrators and 
elected officials. 

“Tf he did visit, he would see 
the amazing work that contin- 
ues to be done by committed 
educators and the Holyoke 
Public Schools leadership 
team,’ Sheehan said. “I be- 
lieve that the future of educa- 
tion in Holyoke must be made 
a top priority with decisions 
made by local leaders.” 

Anthony Soto, the School 
Department’s financial officer, 
was appointed acting super- 
intendent immediately after 
Vazquez Matos’ leave was 
announced. 

While given 21 days to 
respond to the offer, the agree- 
ment compelled Vazquez Ma- 
tos to resign his post by March 
18 and cooperate “reasonably 
with the Holyoke Public 
Schools and DESE.” 

“The Employer and the Em- 
ployee understand and agree 
that neither the making of 
the Agreement nor anything 
contained in the Agreement 
shall in any way be construed 
or considered an admission by 
the Employer or the Employee 
of any wrongdoing or liabili- 
ty,’ the document reads. 

After Vazquez Matos 
resigned, DESE offered 
a tepid thank-you to the 
state-appointed receiver who 
came on board July 1, 2020. 
Instead, the education board 
praised the efforts of school 





personnel. 

Under 
Massachu- 
setts Rules of 
| Professional 
| Conduct, 
DESE agreed 
to reimburse 
Vazquez 
Matos for 
“reasonable value of time 
lost” and that such payment 
was “not conditioned on the 
outcome of any testimony or 
contingent on the outcome of 
the case.” 

Vazquez Matos was on 
the hook for payroll taxes, 
deductions and any withhold- 
ings, and the former receiver 
understood the financial 
obligations associated with 
the settlement. The agreement 
also stated that DESE would 
not “dispute” if Vazquez Matos 
applied for unemployment 
benefits. 

He also held the right to file 
a charge against his former 
employer “or cooperate with 
or participate in an investiga- 
tion or proceeding conducted 
by the Equal Opportunity 
Commission and the Massa- 
chusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination” or other state 
or federal agencies. 

The agreement notes that 
Vazquez Matos’ March 18 res- 
ignation would become public. 
Inquiries by future employers 
require “that staff are autho- 
rized only to communicate 
dates of employment, posi- 
tions held and salary.” 

Under the agreement, 
Vazquez Matos lost all wrong- 
ful discharge claims. 

Attempts to reach him have 
been unsuccessful. 

In May 2020, DESE an- 
nounced the appointment 
of Vazquez Matos, signing 
a three-year contract worth 
$205,000 annually. He 
previously served as depu- 
ty superintendent with the 
Hartford public schools in 
Connecticut, and several 
administrative posts in New 
York and Florida. 

Vazquez Matos replaced re- 
ceiver Stephen Zrike, who be- 
came the Salem Public Schools 
superintendent. Despite 
Zrike’s popularity, receivership 
was and remains a contentious 
issue with local officials, teach- 
ers and families. 

However, Vazquez Matos 
arrived at the height of the 
COVID-19 pandemic, which 
limited his interaction with 
School Department staff, 
teachers, students and the 
community. He conducted 
listening sessions via Zoom. 

The former receiver inher- 
ited a school system fighting 
to raise test scores, teachers 
flocking to other districts, 
and aging facilities.

the wound. 

Other arriving officers and 
troopers were able to get the 
wounded trooper in a State 
Police cruiser and he was taken 
to the Baystate Medical Center 
for treatment. 

“He displayed excellent deci- 
sion-making skills by utilizing

Clapprood said of Soto, “and 
showed great instincts by at- 
tending to the injured trooper 
rather than engaging in a chase 
with the suspects, which could 
have resulted in a far worse 
outcome.”

Police said Gardner ran from 
the scene of the shooting but 
was chased down by a State 
Police K9 and Springfield 
police officers. He was taken 
into custody without further 
incident. Two handguns were 
recovered from the scene. 

“T want to commend Officer 
Soto’s professionalism and ef- 
forts in not only responding to 
a dangerous situation of ‘shots 
fired,’ but showing great calm 
and instincts by attending 
to the state trooper who was 
shot,” Mayor Dominic J. Sarno 
said yesterday. “The incident 
could have ended different- 
ly. The suspect in question 
had no regard for the lives of 
our responding officers as he 
opened fire on them, and he 
had no regard for the innocent 
bystanders who could have 
been caught in his crossfire.” 

Gardner was arraigned on 
two counts of armed assault 
with intent to murder, and 
single counts of assault and 
battery with a firearm, assault 
with a dangerous weapon, 
unlawful possession of a fire- 
arm, and discharging a firearm 
within 500 feet of a building. 

He was ordered held without 
the right to bail pending trial. 


Baker eyes federal funding 
for early college expansion

Gov. Charlie Baker is 
eyeing federal money as one 
possible tool to expand the 
early college programs that 
allow students to start their 
higher education careers 
while still attending high 
school. 

“T mean, if you were to say 
to me, how big would I like 
this program to be, we tried 
to put it into the Chapter 
70 formula when we were 
redoing the 
Student 
Opportunity 
Act,” Baker 
said yester- 
day. “And 
our view 1s 
every district 
in Massa- 
chusetts 
ought to have an early college 
program and every district 
ought to be playing this game 
this way.” 

Speaking yesterday with 
MassINC chief operating 
officer Juana Matias as part 
of an Amplify Latinx virtual 
conference, Baker said the 
early college program lets 
students start taking college 
courses in an environment 
that’s familiar to them and 
oftentimes earn credits for 
free, making it particularly 
beneficial for students who 
are the first in their family to 
attend college and those who 
come from disadvantaged 
communities. 

Baker’s 2019 pitch to incor- 
porate early college as an el- 
ement of the school funding 
formula was not successful, 
but the program has grown 
over time, with enrollment 
increasing in each of the past 
three years. He indicated 
yesterday that he’d like to see 
further expansion. 

“The commonwealth has 
a lot of federal money, the 
cities and towns have a lot 
of federal money, the school 
districts have a lot of federal 
money,’ he said. “There are 
plenty of resources here if we 
advocate aggressively here 
to dramatically expand this

“Tm actually excited to 
see that the Legislature this 
year is putting in a bigger 
number than we did. We 
went with a bigger number 
than we’ve done historical- 
ly. You know, I would have 
doubled our number if I 
thought I could get it through 
the Legislature,” Baker said. 
“The fact that they not only 
took our number and added 
to it is a great sign that this 
is catching on with the folks 
who appropriate the money, 
but I certainly see this as a 
program that we should be 
spending state resources on, 
federal resources on, and we 
should be doing everything 
we possibly can to engage our 
colleagues.”

Ex-Falcons 
coach gets 
NHLspot 


N OCTOBER 2013, 
Brad Larsen took time 
for an interview with The 
Republican on the eve of 
his debut as head coach of the 
American Hockey League’s 
Springfield Falcons. 

Asked if he considered the 
job to be his first step toward 
a coaching job in the NHL, he 
said: 

“To be a head coach in the 
NHL? That’s my goal, abso- 
lutely, but there’s no rush. 
Coaching is a process, there’s 
so much that goes into it, all 
the preparation, all the study- 
ing of your team and other 
teams, plus learning how to 
motivate your players. It takes 
time for all that. You need 
time to grow.” 

Well, that time has come. 
On Thursday, after seven 
seasons as an assistant coach, 
the Columbus Blue Jackets 
signed Larsen to a three-year 
contract as their new head 
coach.

Springfield hockey fans 
can share in that good news, 
because they know Larsen 
as the no-nonsense guy who 
produced two division-win- 
ning teams in his time at the 
MassMutual Center. (At the 
time, the Falcons were affil- 
iated with the Blue Jackets). 
Larsen’s teams went 92-45-6- 
10 and brought playoff hockey 
back to this good hockey 
town. 

With the Falcons, he suc- 
ceeded Rob Riley, whom he 
had served as an assistant for 
two years. 

“Thad mixed feelings about 
replacing Rob because he had 
done so much for me,” Larsen 
said. “He gave me so many 
opportunities to run the team 
in practice. Not many assis- 
tant coaches get that.” 

Jared Bednar, a Larsen 
assistant with the Falcons, 
now coaches the Colorado 
Avalanche. His team was 
eliminated from the playoffs 
on the day Larsen was hired 
by the Blue Jackets. 

Larsen first learned about 
life in the NHL when, at age 
23, he was called up from 
Hershey of the AHL to join a 
Colorado club that went on to 
win the Stanley Cup in 2001. 

“T was very fortunate to be 
around great veteran players 
who specialized in account- 
ability,” he said. 

“T was in the room with 
them - guys like Ray Bourque, 
Joe Sakic, Patrick Roy, Peter 
Forsberg, Rob Blake, Chris 
Drury, Adam Foote. Some of 
them hall-of-famers. It was 
a case of a young guy seeing 
first-hand what makes a team 
successful. Just to watch how 
those veterans prepared, how 
they respected each other and 
passed that on to the younger 
players was a great learning

Djokovic denies Nadal shot at 14th French title

PARIS — Sprinting, sliding and stretching, anticipat- 
ing each other’s moves for four sets and more than 
four hours, Novak Djokovic and Rafael Nadal pro- 
duced a masterpiece in the French Open semifinals. 

Djokovic, as it happens, is one of only two men in 
tennis history who knows what it takes to beat Nadal 
at Roland Garros. And now Djokovic has done it twice, 
this time ending Nadal’s bid for a 14th championship 
there and record-breaking 21st Grand Slam title over- 
all by coming back to win their 58th career matchup 
3-6, 6-3, 7-6 (4), 6-2 last night. 

“Just one of these nights and matches that you will 
remember forever,” said the top-seeded Djokovic, 
who trailed 2-0 in the closing set before reeling off the 
last half-dozen games to reach his sixth final at the 
clay-court major tournament. 

“Definitely the best match that I was part of ever 
in Roland Garros, for me, and (one of the) top-three 
matches that I ever played in my entire career - con- 
sidering quality of tennis, playing my biggest rival on

the court where he has had so much success and has 
been the dominant force in the last 15-plus years,” 
Djokovic said, “and the atmosphere, which was com- 
pletely electric.” 

It was Nadal’s third loss in 108 matches at a tourna- 
ment he won each of the last four years, including by 
beating Djokovic in the 2020 final. 

Nadal’s first defeat at the French Open came against 
Robin Soderling in 2009; the next against Djokovic in 
2015. 

“Each time you step on the court with him,” Djokov- 
ic said, “you know that you have to kind of climb 
Mount Everest to win against this guy here.” 

And to think: There wasn’t even a trophy at stake in 
this one. That will happen tomorrow, when Djokovic, 
a 34-year-old from Serbia, faces Stefanos Tsitsipas, a 
22-year-old from Greece. 

The fifth-seeded Tsitsipas edged sixth-seeded Alex- 
ander Zverev 6-3, 6-3, 4-6, 4-6, 6-3 earlier yesterday 
to reach his first Grand Slam final. It’s Djokovic’s 29th 
as he seeks a second title at the French Open and 19th

Obviously, in the playofts, 
you play every other night, so 
it’s hard, but it never got toa 
point where I couldn't play,” 
he said.

Late charge by Hadley turns into 2-stroke advantage

RIDGELAND, S.c. — Chesson Hadley 
is off to his best start on the PGA 
Tour since 2016, shooting a 5-under 
66 yesterday for a two-stroke lead 
over Dustin Johnson in the Palmetto 
Championship at Congaree. 

Hadley was at 11-under 131 at 
Congaree Golf Club, his lowest total 
through 36 holes since the The RSM 
Classic in 2016. 

The top-ranked Johnson, who 
opened his afternoon round five 
shots behind early starter Hadley, 


was tied for the lead through 17 
holes. 

But Johnson drove the ball left on 
No. 18 and into a thick, deeply root- 
ed patch of tall grass. He took an 
unplayable lie, hit his third shot over 
the green and made a double-bo- 
gey 6 for a 68. Still, at 9-under 133, 
he had his best 36-hole start since 
winning the Travelers almost a year 
ago. 

“T feel like I’m playing really well,” 
the South Carolina native said. “So 
got a lot of confidence in what I’m 
doing.” 


American Tain Lee, in just his 
third career PGA Tour event, was 
third at 7 under after a 68. A group 
of six that included Harris English 
and South Africa’s Erik van Rooyen 
were five shots behind at 6 under. 

Hadley continued his stellar play 
at Congaree, a fill-in host after the 
RBC Canadian Open was called off 
for a second straight year due to 
COVID-19. 

Hadley followed an opening 65 
with seven birdies and two bogeys 
to top the leaderboard. Coming in, 
he had missed the cut in 10 of his 


past 12 events. “I definitely didn’t 
see this coming,” he said. 

Johnson had four birdies on a six- 
hole stretch of the back nine to catch 
Hadley. Then the bad drive at the 
last, which Johnson said came when 
the club slipped in his glove hand. 

Hadley moved in front at 9-under 
with a 36-foot birdie putt on the 11th 
hole. He extended his edge on the 
15th, landing his approach within 
2 feet of the cup for another birdie. 
Hadley closed with a flourish after 
sticking his second shot within 8 
feet of the cup for another birdie. 
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major championship over- 
all to pull within one of the 
men’s Slam mark shared by 
Nadal and Roger Federer. 

Tsitsipas already had given 
away all of a two-set lead in 
his semifinal when he dou- 
ble-faulted to trail love-40 in 
the opening game of the fifth. 
But he steeled himself to win 
five consecutive points, then 
broke to go up 3-1. 

His semifinal offered a 
measure of drama. But it was 
merely an opening act before 
the headliners. 

Nadal acknowledged 
fatigue might have been a 
factor during his poor play 
in the tiebreaker, including 
a double-fault and a flubbed 
volley. “Mistakes can hap- 
pen,” he said. “But if you 
want to win, you can’t make 
these mistakes.” 

The intensity was palpable 
from the outset, and Nadal 
zoomed to a5-0 lead, rem- 
iniscent of last year’s final, 
which he won 6-0, 6-2, 7-5. 

But Djokovic made two key 
tactical adjustments — mov- 
ing much further back than 


usual to return serve and 
deciding to focus on serving 
toward Nadal’s backhand — 
and quickly made clear this 
would be a classic between 
two of the greatest ever at 
what they do. 

They defended in ways 
rarely seen. Found the right 
mix of power and touch. 
Returned as well as anyone, 
combining to generate 38 
break points. 

No two men in the profes- 
sional era, which dates to 
1968, have played each other 
more than this duo (Djokovic 
now leads 30-28). They know 
each other, and each other’s 
strengths and weaknesses 
and patterns, so well. 

Back and forth they went — 
from game to game, point to 
point, shot to shot. Through 
exchanges that lasted 10 
strokes, 20 strokes, they cre- 
ated marvelous points, too 
many to count — or recount. 

Djokovic shrugged off his 
early hole. He saved a set 
point down 6-5 in the third. 
Nadal recovered from the 
dropped tiebreaker to steal a 
break at the beginning of the 
fourth. 

But Djokovic broke back to 
2-all and was on his way. 
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talking about with (Don 
Sweeney) and the coaching 
staff too. I’ve played enough 
hockey. It’s getting to the 
point where any way I can be 
helpful for these young guys, 
I want to do it,” he said. 

Rask said testing free agen- 
cy was never on his radar. 

“Tm not going to play for 
anyone else than the Bruins. 
This is our home. We have 
three kids. The kids enjoy it 
here. They have friends in 
school. We have friends,” he 
said. “At this point of my life 
and my career, I don’t see any 
reason to go anywhere else, 
especially with the health I’m 
looking at now and a recov- 
ery time of five or six months. 
Hopefully, it works out that I 
recover well and we can talk 
about contracts when the 
time is right for that.” 


Krejci’s future unsure 

If David Krejci is playing 
in North America in 2021- 
22, he’d like it to be for the 
Bruins. 

“Tve obviously thought 
about it a lot, not just the last 
couple of days but the whole 
season, pretty much. I’m not 
going to give you an answer 
right now,” he said. 

“Tlove Boston. This is my 
home. I just don’t see myself 
playing anywhere else,” he 
said. “But at the same time, 
we'll see what happens.” 

Krejci, 35, was the Bruins’ 
highest-paid player last year 
at $7.25 million, but “my next 
deal is not going to be based 
on money,” he said. 


Hall eyeing future 


After making $52 million 
in his career, forward Taylor 
Hall said he’s not thinking 
about money as he heads 
into free agency. 

“T see a fit and hopefully 
they feel the same,” he said 
of the Bruins. “We'll let the 
dust settle on everything this 
year, I’m sure they have a lot 
of stuff going on and some 
other guys that have been 
here longer than me that 
they have to worry about. 
Then we'll figure that out, 
but hopefully we can make 
something work. That’s my 
goal. Hopefully, we can make 
that happen.”

Oklahoma has not asked for new doses from 
the government for more than a month, spurn- 
ing its 200,000-a-week allotment. Around 
the country, states are rushing to use up doses 


before they expire this summer. 


The U.S. is confronted with an ever-growing 
surplus of coronavirus vaccine, looming expi- 
ration dates and stubbornly lagging demand at 
a time when the developing world is clamoring 
for doses to stem a rise in infections.
